He valued the soy at 6 conta 
acatty, at the highest vafne it would not 
bring thore than 7 cents. “He could buy 
tho same article ‘inthe market at six cents, 
Soy varied from 10 conta; the best Japancse 
could be bought at that price, The three 
jars, of common ‘earthenware, could be 
bought at 15 cents each, The beans wore 
inferior. He valucd everything destroyed 
at $15.79, .

He might, of course, attempt 
to-block it by stationing a couple of iron- 
clade outside, but these would be subject 
to constant attacks from the numerous 
torpedo boats which the Chinese possess, 
and, apart frum that, the mere fact of shirk- 
ing an assault would be o sort of moral 
vietory to the, Chinese, whioh tho French 
can ill afford to allow ther‘to claims, ° 
Four-or five months ago the French fleet 
would havo had little diftioulty in taking 
Port Arthur, It was dofended thon by 
only one fort ou the top of a small hill, 
mounting 4 guns. But since the bombard- 
meut of Keolung tho greatest energy has 
been displayed. Undor «the ‘advice of 
certain German artillery. officers, several 
subsidiary forts and earthworks have boon 
thrown up, and ot least 14 powerful guns 
are now. in position, guns that is to say 
weighing frum 6 to 18 tons onch, They 
havo algo an ample supply of torpedos and 
torpedo bunts, as well ag numerous Norden- 
foldts and Gatlings. The ontrance to the 
harbour is, farthor defended by: the two 
| swift craisora above referred to, mounting 
together 4 25-ton gutis, and by two ‘ mos- 
quito' boats carrying one 98-ton Arm- 
strong each. * 7 tn ys 
Tt will not be denied that this is a very 
| formidable armament, and ono which, if 
the Chinese. do but stick to their guns, 
will give the’ French somo little trouble. 
A now foatura in the defence, if it comes to 
be a defenco, will be the presence of foreig- 
ners, There are at the moment G foreig- 
ners in Port Arthur altogether, threo 
Gormans ashoro and threo ‘Englishmen 
afloat, of whom two ate marine engineers 
and the other an instructor. in seamanship. 
The Englishmen are, it is understood, not 
desirous of joining in the fight, and will 
probably retire before that begins. They 
ought, indeed, in that case to have done ao 
long ago, but the Gormanofticers are anid 
to bo propared to stand by tholr employers 
and chance it, How for” they will” be 
trusted with tho conduct of the defence 
remains to be seen.
